r.o.NDON, Feb. 25.— In the House of 

Lords to-day the Marquis of Salisbury, 
l eplyins: to a question from Lord Dun- 
raven, said that, as the best means of 
placing tlie house in poseesBion of facta 
of the iiiotneDt in regard to Crete, be 
would read a telegram sent yesterday 
evening to the British anibassadora to 
the courts of the Great Powers. It was 
as follows : 

" Inform the eovernmont to which you 
are accredited ttiat Her Majesty's gov- 
ernment propoaea to make the followint; 
declaration of tlie. policy which they in- 
tend to pui-Hue, and which tliey believe 
ia in accordance witli tlie views ol their 
allies: 

" 1. The establiebment of an adminis- 
tt^ative aut6nomy in Crete ae a neces- 
8ary;iPondition of tlie termination of the 
international occupation. 

"2. That subject to the above condi- 
tion, Crete ought in tlieir judtiineiit, to 
remain a portion of the Turkish Empire. 

"3. The Turks and Greeks should be 
informed bjr the powers of this resolu- 
tion. 

"•1. If Turkey and Greece should when 
required, persistently refuse to with- 
draw their military and naval forces 
from the island the powers should im- 
pose their decision by force upon the 
state eo refusinp." 

The premier directed special attention 
to the words " when required," adding 
that it did not follow in the case of Tur- 
key that the troops should be withdrawn 
immediately. On the other hand be 
explained the withdrawal of the Turkish 
troops was a necessary condition of au- 
tonomy. Therefore they would have to 
withdraw e.tcept in so far as they had 
been kept, as in the cases of the island 
of .Samoa and .Servia, simply as an indi- 
cation of Eovereijatty, for all ellective 
purposes, and in respect of all influences 
up Ml the Kovornnient and daily life of 
the inluibitants that the Turkish troops 
would evidently have to be withdrawn 
when autonomy was established. 

The Greek troops, the Premier imag- 
ned, would I e required by the powers 
to withdraw at an earlier date. Jle be- 
lieved this was the course the powers 
desired to pursue, btit he could not go 
further into detail, believing that this 
was the necesBary consequence of acting 
in concert. 

Continuing, the Marquis of Salisbury 
remarked : '• Of course, if the proposals 
which Her Majesty's covernment have 
ventured to present were recognized by 
the -other powers as those animating 
their policy, it ia impossible for the 
present state of things in Crete to inde- 
finitely continue." 



said : ' I cannot express my profound 
astonishment and grief upon learn- 
ing that the representatives of 
the great Christian powers have 
not only permitted the Turkish 
force to employ as a military base a 
sphere they had taken under their pro- 
tection in order to impose upon it neu- 
trality and peace; but also positively 
caused their cannons to be fired upon 
the Cbrietians, driven by outrage and 
massacre^o Btruggle for life, liberty and 
religion. Nothing in the world until 
these events occurred would have induc- 
ed me to' believe in the possibility of suclt 
an act." 

The Tory papers are now criticizing 
the concert of Europe. The Times this 

morning says : 

The powers exercise no clTective 
control over the course of events, beyond 
the range of their guns and they may at 
any moment find themselves confronted 
with a s'.ate of tilings which will render 
ingenious diplomatic glosses too absurd 
to be longer adhered to. The powers 
seem afraid to move le.st they iirovoke 
war, bill unless they move speedily and 
t3 some purj)03», war ia likely to resalt 
from their inaction. 

"If the concert is so ineflective in deal- 
ing with affairs in an island, what are 
we to expect when reforms in the con- 
tinental dominions of tlie Sultan come 
up for aerious consideration? The want 
of policy clearly defined and unanim- 
ously pursued may lead to a graver evil 
than anything Greece can do. At leaat 
three powers have to take account of 
popular feelinir, which does not pay 
much heed to dialinctiona that seem im- 
portant to diplomatists. 

" Public opinion in England, France, 
Italy and, in a less degree, in Germany, 
does not understand the coercion of 
Greece. In the absence of definite 
agreement to settle the matter in some 
way they ask Greece to abstain from 
meddling without showing that they 
htive any remedy to apply when she 
withdrav.H. Though not easy to see 
where the hitch occurs, itisplain enough 
that it exists. Public opinion is impa- 
tient and incredulous, and eventa are 
moving while diplomacy'Btands still. " 

The Pall Mall Gazette speaks of the 
intolerable dilatoriness of the powers, 
and says: "Added details about Sun- 
day's bombardment make exceedingly 
nasty reading. When the ahips ceased 
liring the Turks continued to ahoot at 
the Chriatians, wliile the latter dared 
not reply. Thiis the Turkish cannon 
were atill busily engaged while the dis- 
heartened insurgents remained silent in 
fear of the shells of the powers. 

" We want sharp measures, if neces- 
sary the occupation of the whole island, 
and certainly notice to quit to both 
Cireeksand Turks, but not until Eur- 
ope shows for whom and for what she 
is .toting, by a plain pronouncement as 
to the future of the island. A mixed 
occupation of every accessible- point in 
the island is demanded, and along with 
this, plain orders to both Greeks and 
Turks to clear out of the neichbbrhood 
of Crete. Europe has enough of this 
anarchy, this deliberate imperilling of 
the peace of the world."

RUSSIA'S DECLARATION. 

A Stop Must Be Put to Greek Defiance of 
international Law. 

Sr. PKTEasBORO, Feb. 25. — A semi- 
oii^cial announcement of Russia's posi- 
tion in the Cretan crisis was made public 
to-day, accompanied by a long and in- 
volved Rtiitement of the motives actua- 
ting llusaia, namely: That to prevent 
the I'xteneioii of ilie revolution to other 
portions of the Turkish empire", imperil- 
ing the peace of Europe, a stop iimet he 
put to the action of Greece, which ia in 
opposition to international law. Before 
negotiations for a future Cretan coiibti- 
tution can be entered upon, it 
is asserted that Russia has resolved 
to restore order in Crete. Then, 
after the (ireek evacuation under the 
protection of the powers an autonomous 
government will l)e installed under the 
government of the iSultan. In tliia 
policy, it is claimed, Russia is supported 
by I'^-ance, Germany and Austria. 
Neither Ibitain nor Italy ia mentioned 
in the statement, but Greece is warned 
that should she, in blind conception of 
her own iiitert sts, allovi herself tobeex- 
cited by aelf-seekinit friends to persist in 
lier preaeut attitude ander the false 
idea that the powers are not 
united, because at the outset one 
or another has not concurred in Ruesia's 
proposal, Russia is resolved to take re- 
priaals, the first being the blockade of 
the Pirieue. The powers considered the 
Greek annexation of Crete out of the 
question, and it is asserted in the con- 
sciousness of their abaolule support 
Russii-t wiW he in jiosition to prevent the 
Cretan (luestioii imperiling the peace of 
Europe, even should any individual 
power refuse to accede to the proposed 
measure, 

RuBsia, through the Russian minister 
at Athens, M. Konou, haa called upon 
Greece to withdraw all her troops and 
faer fleet from Crete within three days. 

PUBLIC OPINION. 

Tbe Press of London hi Touch With King

To the Memory of J. (i. Taylor- 
That Keceut City 
Grant. 



At the city hall yesterday evening the 
twenty^fourth annual general meeting cf 
' the BubscriberB to the Protestant Oti 
•-phans' Home was held, there beiiiK pro 
sident the following ladies and (jentle- 
men who have long been prominently 
identified with tlie working of that wor- 
thy institution : Bishop Cridse, Charles 
Hay ward (president), A. C. Flumerfelt 
(treasurer), John Jessop (secretary), E. 
Crow Baker, Eev. W. Leslie Clay, Noah 
Shakespeare, Mr. Kitto, Mrs. 6. A. Sar- 
gison, Mrs. J. W. Williams, Mrs. Charles 
Kent, and Mrs. Charles Hay ward. After 
routine business the president delivered 
Ilia annual report, which, covering fully 
all homeaHiiira for the year, is given in 
its entirety below: 

"Ladies and GiiNTi.ic.MEN : — It is a 
subject for congratulation that the re 
ports to bo laid before you on this our 
twenty-fourth annual meeting will show 
that the home has received very liberal 
support during a year of marked do- 
preBsion, and that the beneficent work 
of the institution has thus been able to 
keep pace with the demands made 
upon it. 

" While it was shown at our last an 

nual meeting tliat tlio estimated coat for 
the maintenance of the 53 inmates then 
in the home was at least $3,700, there 
wore Bomo who were dismayed at the 
magnitude of the task. It will be seen, 
however, from the financial statement 
tliat the sum of $3,810.79 has been pro- 
vided for U3, and that we have thus been 
enabled to increase the number of in- 
mates to 01. The manaRers are devout- 
ly tiiankful for this generous response to 
ttieir appeals. 

" Among the donations is a special 
contribution of $250 from the city coun- 
cil, which has caused some comment. It 
should have been explained at the time 
that the $250 waa more in the nature of 
payment for aervices rendered, than a 
free gift. Daring Mayor Teagoe's term 
in 1894 two children who had been de- 
serted by both parents were left in a 
destitute condition at liia office. At the 
mayor's requeat they were at once ad 
mitted and remained in the sheltering 
care of the home, with the understand 
ing that when occasion arose tlie obliga- 
tion would not be forgotten by the civic 
authorities. 

" Included in the other welcome dona 
tions of the y««'' is the handsome sum of 
•■f'-Mo realized from a lacrosse match be 
tueen the employes of the new parlia 
munt and post otfice buildings ; .$158. ISo 
fiom an excursion by the steamship 
Joan, kindly placed at our disposal by 
the MeBsrs. Dansmuir & Sons ; $25 from 
Udited Service Lodge, A.F. & A.M.; 
arfd an entertainment by Mrs. Land and 
Mrs. Dudgeon which netted $17.L'5. Tlie 
contributions of food, clothing, fuel, etc., 
during the yeai, which have been larger 
tlian ever, are acknowledged monthly by 
the matron, but are again thankfully 
alluded to here as they have been of 
great assistance to the ladies' commit- 
tee, and have enabled them to show a 
less coat per capita than at any previous 
time. 

" There are at present in the Home 
30 boys and 31 girla, all of whom (witli 
one exception) are in excellent health. 
The number of inmates at last report 
was 53; the number admitted during 
the year, 10; making a total of 09. _ Two 
were placed at service; none died; 
were taken out by friends; and there are 
now 61 in the home. Our last three 
annual reports have shown the cost per 
capita of each inmate as follows: In 
1S93, $77 per annum; in 1S91, $71.50; in 
1805, $00.02. A careful scrutiny of the 
accounts for 1890 shows thattiie coat per 
ciipitu has been reduced to $01.80. This 
gratifying result is due mainly to careful 
supervision of the ladies' committee, as- 
sisted by the efforts of our jexcellent 
matron, and by liberal donations of food 
and clothing, whicli do not figure on the 
iinancial atatement. 

•• The hearty thanks of the committee 
are extended to Dr. G. I.. Milne and Dr. 
i'raser for kindly rendered professional 
services, and to Dr. Lewis ilall for at- 
tention to the children's teeth. A legacy 
of $250 was received during . the year 
from the estate of the late A. J. Lang- 
ley, who had been for many years a lib- 
eral fcujjporter and good friend of the 
home. 

" Tlie task of the incoming iiuuiagora 
U) provide eay $:!,O0O during 1S97 may 
be looked upon with comparative coui- 
lilacency. The generous resjionBCH of 
hist year may be again relied upon, lie- 
bidea which tliere is the well-fouinled 
hope tliat some of the rich treasures of 
mother earth now being discovered in 
tlie province will be devoted to this no- 
bleat of charities." 

The hon. treasurer's finamiul rciiort 
and balance sheet for the year eiuiiiig 
•Tanuary 31, showed a total ol receipts ul 
$3,810.70 and of expenditures aiiiouniiiig 
to $3,-113.8 1, leaving a balance in liaud 
of .$oO(i.U5. The principal items under 
the head of recoiiitH were balance in 
hand at date of last report, $750.01 ; sub- 
Hcriptions, $1,30-1.15; donations, $052.10 ; 
legacy, $232.50; entertainnienta, etc., 
$l'_'l and rents, $150.10. The detailed 
expenditure showed that supplies coat 
$1,321.02; salaries, $7S5.50; fuel and 
light, $239,30; interest, $076.82; insur- 
ance, $170; taxes, $1()3.60; printing aod 
advertising, $50.50 and telephone, $48, 
Attached to the treasurer's' statement 
was the auditor's certificate. The re- 
port was received and odered to be en- 
tered on the minutes. 

The Secretary reported verbally, but 
on motion of Rev. VV. L. Clay was re- 
• piestod to prepare a written 'report, in 
order that it might be embodied in the 
annual printed statement of tlie pro- 
ceedings. The matron's report — wliicli 
gave the names and ages ot all llie 
children in the home — like each of the 
Others, was received and placed on the 
minutes. Before adjourning, the Chair- 
man referred with regrot to tlie sickneas 
of an inmate of tho home, a boy named 
Horne, who has been removed to the 
•lubilee hospital through a severe at- 
tack of pneumonia. Resolving into a 
committee meeting, the election of 
officers was proceeded with, and re- 
sulted in Mtd Oharlea. Hay ward being 



again cliosen as president; Mr. A'. C. 
Flumerfelt, as honorary treasurer; and 
Mr. John Jessop, as honorary secretary. 

Each was highly complimented upon 
his faithful work,' and their appeals for 
successors would not bo listened to. Tho

The chairman directed attention to 
the nresent had condition of the roof of 
the Home, aud said that a city contract- 
or had volunteered to make the neces- 
sary repairs gratis if he was furnished 
with tho necessary material. He found 
a metal apron tor the apex of tlio roof 
was now necessary, and this would coat 
in tlicTieighborhood of $00, which ex- 
penditure the meeting recommended. 

After tho appointment of a standing 
eouunittee on finance — consisting of E. 
Crow Baker, James Hutcheson, Noah 
Shakespeare and the officers (ex-oflicio) 
—and the adoption of a vote of thanks to 
the officers, the meoling adjourned.

The third session of the U rand Lodge 
of Templars opened yesterday morning 
at 9 o'clock, when several proposed 
amendments were discussed, after which 
visitors were introduced. Mrs. Gordon 
Grant, representing the W.C.T.L'. of 
Victoria, and Mr. \V. C. Brown, of Van- 
couver, representiug the Total Ab- 
stinence Union, were presented by 
Mayor Shiles, of New Westminster; Dr. 
Lewis Hall, past grand chief templar, 
and Mrs. Hall, grand vice templar of the 
I.O.G.T., by Mr. 0. J. B. Lane. These 
were welcomed by the Grand Couuciilor 
in a cordial manner, the visitors making 
suitable replies. 

The temperance legislation cjminit- 
tee'a report waa tlien diseuaeed, this re- 
port beind as follows : ' 

Tlio time is ripe fur arousing tlie friends 
of tciiipondico ill tlie pniviiicii to an ellbrt 
to HL'Ciirf Iroiu the IcgisliUive asseiiiblv iiu- 
port.'Uit reforms in the liquor hnvs imii in 
tlieir adiiiinislratiuii. In iiiuny respects 
our rcHtrictive lej^'islation is lar lichiiui that 
of the other provinces, ami \v<' should lose 
no time in making an earnest appeal to our 
legislators for at least such amendDicnts as 
will bring our statutes abreast of public 
sentiment, which we believe is (piite os ad- 
vanced as in several sister provinces. To 
tliis eiiii il IS recoiiinieiuk-d : 

1. That a stuiuling coiiiiuittee bo appiiint- 
I'd on legislative action, with power to add 
toils nuniliers, anthorizod to promote co- 
operation with otlier organizations and 
Willi frioiiils of I lie cause ill the assembly, 
to hrint,' prompt and lc),'it iniate pressuro 
upon tlio prnvhicial i^overiiiiicnt, hy ilepii- 
tatioii, petition and cori-espoiuleiice. 

That tho legislation sought shall he in 
the direction ol « general and uniform en- 
actment for the whole province, that will 
increase tho reslriciions ami proliihitioiis 
of the retail trade in into-vicatm;; licpiors, 
that will entirely l>roliil)it the sale on Sat- 
urday iiiglit and Sunday, anil in tin- late 
nif-dif and early niui iiing lioti rs of all ol her 
(lays of the week; that will |.rohihit r.ll as- 
sochition of (.'aiiiin;:, ralllliig, billianl iiiid 
card jilaviiiK, with or in ividximilv to liar 
looms aoil saloons ; that will proliil.il the 
use of screens, fnistiiig, blinds, etc., on 
windows of li(|Hor selling preruises during 
pidliihiled hours; lhal will make the open- 
ing, li^;liiing or using of bar-rooms or 
saloons dorin;,' proliildted houra prima 
facie evidence of violation of the law; that 
wilt jirohibil tlie s.mIc or liistribution of 
li'pior at (dulis or other public or semi-pub- 
lic jdaccs, except on licensed ])renilses; 
thai will prohibit the chikIucI or inaiuiKe- 
iiient of any liquor stilling jilace by any 
other person than llie bona Ode owner i' ' 
the license; that will iierinit the elector 
of any polling division to eil'ectively Jicti- 
tioii against the granting or renewal of a 
lieeiise.; thot willmake « substantial reduc- 
tion in the number of licenses issued ; that 
will provide for ndeipiate penalties and 
projior eiiforcenieiit ; that grocery stores 
shall not be granted a license to sell liipior. 

;;. That in view of the jirobability of a na- 
tional vote on pfoliiliilion, a special stand- 
ing comniittoe be npiioinled, with power to 
add to its number, autiiorizod to jirovide 
for and direct vigorous ])iiblic agitation in 
public meetings and circulation of litera- 
ture, ami to ])roniote co-operation with 
other societies and friends of temperance 
for the thorougli.orgfiiization of tho elec- 
torate for the'ca'mpaign: 

•t. That "The Templar" medal contest 
movement ho pressed upon our councils, a 
most ('O'ectivo method of iireseiiting the 
best thought and argument of the roforiii, 
and for i)rc])aring the Jiublic mind for pro- 
fiibitioii. 

5. 'I'luit our councils and nicnibership be 
appealed to for eariiost work iii the exten- 
sion of the circulation of " The Teniphir " 
and the "Templar (iuartorly " in their 
iic!igliborliooda. 

(). 'I'luit it is the desiro and aim of this 
(1 rand CJouncil to work in good fellowshi]) 
uid IVaternalcourtesy with Kister tomjier- 
iiice organizations, to encourage the 
frieiidliiist relations and the heartiest co- 
peratioii in I he prosecution of toiiipeoince 
work, and to eiicoiira,«o a distinct niovc- 
iiiont for a complete union ol all Canadian 
teinperaneo societies in ono. natioiud tem- 
jiuiance and prohibition order.

The reported disagreement among 
members of the cabinet as to the policy 
in regard to the construction of the 
Crow's Xest Pass railway may or may 
rot have a. foundation in fact. When 
Mr. Blair was out on the Coast he made 
no secret of his opinion that the road 
ought to be built as a government work. 
On the other band the Toronto Globe 
has thronghout the discussion appeared 
to favor the construction of the line by 
the Canadian i'acilic. In this Province 
imbliu opinion favors the plan which 
Mr. Blair is said to support, or as an 
alternative the construction of the work 
by a new company independent of the 
C.P.R. The reason of this differs in 
different localities.

They do not recognize the ruler of Turkey 
as the Khalifa, in which respect they are 
not alone, for the Moors have even gone 
BO far as to deny him the title of Sultan 
or to send a representative to his Court. 
The Moora allude to him simply aa the 
Sheik of Constantinople. The Khalif, 
according to both sects of Mohammedan- 
ism, must be of the tribe of the Koriesh, 
and the Shiahs hold that ho must be of 
thi' family of the prophet. " The Turkish 
Sultan, Selim I, usurped the title in 
1512, and his succeasora have since 
claimed it; but there have been other 
Khalifs, and it may he said that since 
OGl there has been no one whom all 
Mohammedans recosiniztd aa entitled to 
hcjd this high oflice. Th8 Khalif was 
the absolute and final authority 
on all qnestions of a civil 
and religious character among 
Mohammedans, no matter of what na- 
tionality. Me alone could proclaim "a 
holy war." There are numerous histori- 
cal incidents which show that the power 
of the Sultan in this res.nect is not con- 
ceded by the doctors of Islam. Perhaps 
the moat conqpicuoaa was that of the 
Indian mutiny. "Whether or not this 
was "a holy war" was referred not to the 
Sultan, l)ut to the doctors of Mohamme- 
dan law in Delhi, who decided that it 
wab 'lot. The fact that there is in Con- 
stantinople an official known as the 
Sheik ul Islam, whose assent to all de- 
crees of the Sultan is necessary to give 
them rellgioua sanction, ia additional 
proof that the Sultan is not Khalif. 

The importance of this consideration 
consists in the fact that the British gov- 
ernment, if it becomes necessary to dis- 
cipline the Sultan, need not be deterred 
by any fear that by so doing the Mussul- 
man population will be angered. Dr. 
McCoU eays that the object of the 
coterie, who control the Mussulman 
press, is to persuade the British govern- 
ment that the safety of India can only 
he secured by following tlieir aiivice. 



Tiiic Vancouver AVorld says it simply 
states what it knows to be a fact when 
it says that no further aid will be given 
at present to railways in British Colum- 
bia than I'a involved in the Crow's Xesi 
Pass.

A GORDON RTYEE FIND. 

Promising Ledee Thirty Feet Wide Discov- 
ered by Victorians. 

Julius West, who is just Iiack from a 
prospecting trip on tbe West Coast, has 
brought home a numbi'r of saniiiU'S from 
a big find on tiie Cordon river. One day 
a couple of weeks ago he, with J. J3eacon 
and J. Currie, found, wliere a tree had 
fallen close to tbe water's edge, a ledge 
of nuneral laid bare. Tliey examined 
the spot and found that there was a 
ledge SO feet wide of iron and copper, 
which they traced up the steep hill side 
for over 500 feet. A light grey surface 
quartz assayed $2 in gold, and when a 
few shots were put in it showed that 
there was a great body of 
ore somewhat similar in looks to 
the Black I'rince, another claim in the 
district in which Mr. West ia interested. 
The Black Prince was one of the first 
claims staked in tbe Gordon river coun- 
try last July, samples assaying as high 
on the surface as .$18 in gold. The new 
finds are practically extensions of the 
Black I'rince, and Mr. West considers lie 
has a wonderfully line prospect whi(di 
he expects to see turn out well. In 
another week or two tie will return to 
Gordon river with a number of men and 
start work, (boroughly prospecting the 
l)roperty. Tbe claim on the water's 
edge is called tlieCorbett and the Fitz- 
sinimons is located adjoining it. Alto- 
gether there are over -li) claims slaked 
out in the Gordon river district and Mr. 
West thinks thatdevelopment u ill prove 
the mines very valuable.

Conclusion of the Coroner's huiuiry 
Into the Death of .lames 
McArthur. 



Unsatisfactory Testimony Calls for 
Stinging Rebuke— Subsequent 
Proceedings Possible. 



Yesterday saw the close of the coro- 
ner's in(]uiry into tbe death of iOngiueer 
James McArthur, sufiicient eviilence be- 
ing adduced to show that he had been in 
an aggressive mood during the evening 
of his death, and had actually exchanged 
blows in the card room of the Clarence 
hotel with Frank Baines— who proved a 
most open and honest witness. He told 
hia story frankly and without reserve, 
but even with it to giiiilo them the jury 
could not definitely determine how Mc- 
Arthur received the blow on the neck, 
from the efl'ects of wiiich he died. An 
open verdict as to primary cause was 
therefore returned. The sensational 
feature of the second day — of the entire 
intjuest in fact — was the strong language 
adopted by the coroner in regard to tlie 
testimony of one or two of the witnesses. 
Dr. Croniptou did not hesitate to express 
hia opinion that they liad purposely 
made grave mis-statements of fact 
in order to conceal material evidence, 
and it was curiently reported last even- 
ing that actions for perjury would be a 
seijuel of the inquest. Nothing has been 
done by tbe police, howe.ver, and it is 
most probable that tbe end of tbe caee 
has been seen. As to Frank Baines, hia 
unfortunate. part in the affair w:h forced 
upon him, and his honest explanation of 
hia participation in the quarrel at the 
hotel so much impressed the coroner 
and jury as to call for special comment. 
Ho feels deeply hia unfortunate position 
and baa many friends to sympathize 
with him. Tliere is in ids c"a6e no sug- 
gestion of subsequent proceedings, as 
any injury McArthur might have re- 
ceived at his hand would have been 
purest accident. 

At the resumed inquiry yesterday tiie 
first witness called was Frank Baines, 
who had much to inform the jury of 
wliich hardly concurred with the testi- 
mony previously produced. He testified 
that he had been in the card room of the 
Clarence hotel on Saturday night when 
McArthur wished to join in a game 
about to be started. McDonald was 
called in and took deceased out, but Mc- 
Arthur came back and grabbed hold of 
the cards — and witness then told him to 
get out. McArthur at this " got mad," 
came round to where witness was sitting 
and took hold of tiim round 
tho neck with both hands. 
Baines jumped up and freed 
himself, and the two stood up together 
in sparring attitude. Fletcher caugtit 
tiold of witness, and Bon>e other man 
took hold of deceased. They both broke 
away from their holders, liowever, and 
struck at one another again. Someone 
then came between them, pushing each 
back, and McCarthy fell onto a chair, 
and when McDonald came in deceased's 
feet were between the rungs. McArthur 
wasagain removed by McDonald, butouce 
more came in in a few momenta and put 
out his hand to witness as though to 
shake liands. Witness put out his hand 
for this purpose, whereupon iMc.Vrtliur 
" BiiowL'<l light and wanteci io scrap " 
with him. AIcDonald, who had followed 
him in, took him out immediately. None 
of the card pla) ITS were the worse for 
li'luor. ]\l(;Arthur was not stunned 
when he fell ; he could not have struck 
a cbair. Witness might have struck 
liim in the " scrap " — no one else struck 
him. Witness would not or could not 
say who puslied McArthur. On being 
questioned by a juryman, he continued : 

" 1 heard of Mc.Vrthur'a death about 
11 o'clock that nighl. McDonald came 
into the room ami said 'This must bi; 
kept i|uiet,' or words to that cll'ect. I 
did not say anything to i\lcDonald. 
I'letcher, Mcl'radv, Kose and Richard- 
son were present." 

(Questioned by the Coroner, witness 
acknowledged having talked over the 
matter with most of the witnesses, in- 
cluding Fletcher. McDonald was the 
one who first told him that McArthur 
did not die of heart disease. 

W. R. iNIcLean was the next witness. 
Ife I'orroborated the forujer witness to a 
great extent, but bad not seen whether 
either of tho i)articipanta in the " scrap" 
struck tho other. They struck at one 
another but he could not tell whether 
the blows landed. Fletcher held Baines 
and Ilosc held the deceaseti. They got 
together again and Rose separated them. 
McArthur got hia legs tangled in tho 
chair and fell. He was right on the 
floor. Witness could not say whether 
the deceased etrnck his head on tho 
chair or not. McDonald look him out. 
When deceased came in again, he prof- 
fered to etiake hands with Baines, but 
immediately begfin wrenching that 
young man's liand and ,the proprietor 
who had followed him in took 'him out 
immediately. 

P. Corcoran gave corroborative evi- 
dence as regarded the trouble in tbe 
card-room, but stated, to the best of his 
knowledge, that McArthur fell into a 
chair, and from there to tho floor. When 
deceased was in the act of falling he 
swung his left arm around -and struck 
witness on the face, tho blow cutting his 
lip. This was involuntary. 

D, McBrady also gave evidence as to 
tlie trouble between Baines and the de 
ceased. A tall man got between tho 
combatants and pushed them apart. 
McArthur in stepping, back, sank, rather 
than fell, Rgainst McLean's ohair. : He

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did not fall right to the floor, but seemed 
to rest partly on his left side and elbow. 
It was (juite possible that his head might 
have struck the chair. Witness did not 
remember McDonald coming into the 
room after deceased's body was found 
and saying that the matter must be ke])t 
quiet. 

The foreman of the jury, INIr. Fawgett, 
asked that Fletcher and Hose, two of 
Tuesday's witnesses, might be recalled, 
so that they might have a chance of cor- 
recting their evidence. These witnesses 
he said had evidently made gross mis- 
statements in an effort to bush tbe 
matter up. Mi; Donald was, however, 
called first to explain some discrepancies 
in his evidence. 

This witness on hearing his previous 
evidence read over, testified that he three 
times last Saturday night removed Mr- 
Arthur from the curd room — first at the 
request of Fletcher, again when the wit- 
ness Bishop drew hia attention to a noise 
in the card room, when lie found ^Ic- 
rVrthur on the lioor. He then lifted a 
chair oh' his lee, and deceased got up at 
once and followed hiin out. The third 
time was when the deceased entered by 
the back door; be then followed and 
took him out immediately by the way 
he came in. 

This latter statement ia contradicted 
by other witnesses, who aver that Mc- 
Donald removed liim by the barroom 
door. As regards the chariies made by 
witnesses as to keei)ing the matter q\iiet, 
witness said that Mr. Lehey came into 
the Clarence about 11 o'clock on Satur- 
day night and asked if there was a doc- 
tor present, as Mr. McArthur had fallen 
near the London block and miglit be 
hurt. Witness advised him to go for 
Dr. Fraser. Mr. Walker next came in, 
and be was told of it, and asked to bring 
McArthur back to tbe house. 

He miglit have said it would be well 
not to say too much about it. He did 
not strike deceased, nor did he know 
that deceased had taken Baines by the 
throat when he beard Fletcher and Rose 
give evidence on Tuesday. 

The Coroner, to witness — " I think you 
might have given your evidence in a 
more straightforward manner before. 
As it is, ft seems you have been trying to 
conceal material facte. This has caused 
the court a great deal of trouble and re- 
flects no credit upon yourself. Had you 
told the jury in the first case that there 
had been a fight in your house, and that 
you were sorry for it, they would have 
lieen able to come to a conclusion earlier 
and you would have suH'ered nothing by 
it. Tho only inference I can make is 
that you were trying to shield one of 
your customers."

THE .CHEAP MONEY QUESTION. 

To THK EniTon: — It is a matter of 
much regret that tho "Farmers' AUi- 
auce of ii. C." is not yet before. our 
legislature with their scbeme forobtain- 
ing for the farmers of tbia ' province 
money at the lowest possible rate ot in- 
terest. It ia to he sincerely hoped that 
this most important of all legisliition for 
tho material welfare of our fair i)roviiico 
will not b« overlooked an instant longer 
than ia necessary for its duo conaidor- 
ation and fcn niulation. 

I feel sure that ii our legislators took 
this matter aerioualy into consideration, 
weighing the enormity of our loss by 
what may truly be styled the worstforin 
of " Absentee Landlordism," and tho 
Bim})licity and aafoty of the remedy that 
can bo a|iplied to it, that a very few^iiya 
would be Buthcient to place on tlie ro- 
•cords of the house the neceasaiy legis- 
lation. 

It is said that our mortgage debts, 
secured by land, amount to $12,000,00(1 
all told, and I consider this estimate 
verv low. Cn thia amount we are paying 
S, 0, 10 and l'i per cent. Allow tho av- 
erjigo rate to be 9,'^ per cent,, svhich is 
alao a moderate esiimato, and it will ho 
aeon that there ia per cent, on ii;i2,000,- 

000 or .$720,000 per annum more than 
should be, and which the government 
can, without the slightest injury to its 
credit, save to this country, going out of 
our province. Now sir, I would ask, is 
there any question before the house this 
session, or, may I add, has there ever 
lieeii a question before any previous leg- 
islature of British Columbia, involving 
such an enormous (annual) saving to oar 
peonle? .\nd what poaaiblu exciise 
could our legislature give for refusing to 
talce up those niortgagea by borrowing 
on tiic Bccurity of our lands, ■which, if 
good enough security for the class of men 
from whom farmers now borrow, to lend 
the amoants they have on thimi , are aiii- 
|)le security for Shylock himself? All 
that is necessary for tho government to 
do ia to furnish tho executii'e with the 
necessary powers ; to concentrate these 
securities into one great trust, and to 
guarantee the transaction. For my part 

1 can see no excuse. 

It may be said that it will lessen tho 
government's borrowing cajjacity fur 
other inirposes. On tho contrary, 1 say, 
it would strengthen its powers bv en- 
hancing its security, because it would 
place in the hands ot the government 
$'i-) ,000,000 worth of property; which, 
with the impetus that farming would re- 
ceive by virtm; of tho great saving 
affected, ami wliicli general imsineaa and 
trade would receive liy virtue of the 
money thus saved being put in circula- 
lion at home, would increase in value to 
,'i;Sr),000,000 or more likely to over $1'0,- 
000,000 on which would be borrowed the 
moderate sum of only .$12,000,000. 

Again the sinking fund which at '1 per 
cent, would bo necessary to collect and 
put by annually to redeem the debt and 
enable tlie farmers to redeem their tni ins 
would amount to .$240,000 yearly which 
iu case of the government retiuiring 
money for improvements; the need 
for which at our present rate of dcvelo])- 
ment will annually grow greater; the 
government can borrow this einking 
ftind of the farmers, thus acquiring 
ready money at a convenient point, and 
by paying the current-government rates 
of interest on it will help the fund. Thus 
shall we be mutually assisting one 
another as all properly governed people 
ahould. 

It has been said by a member of our 
legislature that our farmers are thrilt- 
leas and lazy. Thia with reference to the 
farmers of the section to wbicdi I i)eloiig. 
the beautiful Okanagan, :ind for which I 
am epevially pleading I emphatically 
deny. They are the most industrious 
and economical class of people to be met 
with in British Columbia. 

It is also said that the farmers of On- 
tario work harder than ours and that they 
too. pay heavy rates of interest. Jlay I 
ask the parties ollering these objections 
whether they have ever heard the term 
" North American Chinamen " applied 
to the aona oi these over-burtiened fariii- 
ers of Ontario? If they have ever used 
this term with respect to these worthy 
people, in fact? If so, they may reserve 
now for their own neighbors, who are 
engaged in farming and svbo are worked 
aa hard and with as little hope for the 
future as were ever the original N..\..C., 
the flattering term. 

It ia also claimed.tliat if our farnuTS 
W(;re relievnl of their over(ioweriiig Imr- 
den of interest, they would take advan- 
tage of the government and refuse to 
pay t heir interest. 

So much the bettfy' for the govern- 
ment, if at all capable .jf any kind of 
business ; because the land can he re- 
sold at, at least, douide the mortgage 
and can be rented at three times the in- 
terest (not, of course, includ- 
ing sinking fund. But to ob- 
viate any possibility ol thi« 
kind, ia it not easy to appi^intiippraiHua 
ami collectors altogether indeiieudent ot 
I)olitical_ icrmence. We are not ' :'".!bled 
much with people refusing to obey our 
judgeii, anil yet they are only men luid 
appouilees (if the government. 

1 have heard it saiil that aome of our 
hu'iiiera are mortgaged for more than 
they can carry. Not so. If they were 
mortgaged for more than they cm ciury 
at the rate of fi pur cent., or even 7 per 
cent., and were jiaying as now i> jior 
cent, and 10 jair cent., with a heavy in- 
come tax, they could not snrvive a sin- 
gle year. 

It is further said that miners have as 
good a right to look for cheup money 
from tho government as farmers. 
Yes; and lot me adil, bo have ganihli!rH, 
but their eecurily is not quite the same, 
nor are the conditions in any particalar 
alike. 

Last, but not least, it will be said that 
merchants will call for cheap money ; 
y.s, and they will got it. They will gel 
their overdue bills ijuickly paid hy tho

"Thnttlie home work in fiituri' be a 
review ol work done, and not work tluit 
tho cliildren DiUBt havo BBBiBtance of 
older pereona before they can do it; and 
tu l)u Bo limited as not to take more than 
II n hour for an average pupil ; and that 
a pntiiahineiit book be kept in each 
school, in wliicli the principal Bball re- 
cord nil ciiEL'8 of cor))()riil punishment, 
statinn why', -,vlien ami liow such cor- 
poral luiuiHlnntiiit waa ailniinistered."

The' reports of damage by flood 
tliroughout Kentucky, Ohio, FennByl- 
vania and other contiguous states, show 

that first estimates of the destrimtion 
(lone will fall fur below the actual. In 
Portsmouth, Ohio, yesterday, practically 
half of tlie population had been exiled, 
more than 1,000 liousea having been so 
ilooded as to be unfit for habitation, and 
many having floated away. In Cincin- 
nati city, light and railway companies 
are Buffering serious loss, all tracks be- 
ing snbmei'ned and the Hood in the 
river having reached the 00-foot mark. 
From Pittsburg, the report comes tliat 
the great flood has done its worst and 
the waters are now recedin<r. Tlie river 
in that vicinity reached a higher stage 
than at any time since 1884. 

I-Iardly a point on the Monongahola 
from Fairmont to Pittsburg has escajjed 
damage. Mills built supiiosedly out of 
liurni'H way, were submerged and the 
(lainiige is not less than $1,500,000 in the 
Monoiit;ahu!a valley alone. liailroads 
were unable to move trains; trolley lines 
werx" Ijadly wrecked ; and beneath several 
feet of debris there are millions of dol- 
lars' worth of valuable machinery. Poor 
people who lived in small houses along 
the river banks have been made utterly 
liomelcsa. 

In McKeeaport thejiamage will exceed 
!f')OU,UOO, antl on the north side (Alle- 
!rheuy)over H.OOO people were cooped up 
in the second storiea of th'eir homes all 
night, the only moans of escape being by 
boat. Many Allegheny manufacturing 
concerns have been rendered idle, more 
than 10,000 men having been made idle 
by the rise, aa many of the mills are lo- 
cated on the banks oi the streams. 

A large part of Allegheny has appar- 
ently been blotted out, and many people 
are made homeleas along the banks of 
the river. Beginning at Brownsville, 
on the Monongahela, California, Mon- 
onealiela Uity, Charleroi, East and West 
1-lizibeth, Portview, McKeesport, Tur- 
tle Creek and many smaller hamlets 
have been inundated, causing much 
<lamago and sufTering. 

In Kentucky the etiief damage is re- 
ported from the vicinity of Farmer, that 
town being entirely submerged. The 
river at Louisville has reached 24 feet 
nnd is still rising at the rate of two 
inches an hour. The loss to farm prop- 
erty and log booms in Southeastern Ken- 
tucky alone will approximate $250,000.
